AND RUSSIAN 
CESSOBSHIP.— 


Many wlio hnve travelled in Poloud or lluj- 
sia will remomber the disfigured appear- 
once of tho English newspapers that ap- 
peared nt tho breakfast tables of, friends 
with whom they were staying. It was sup- 
posed that educated men remained such 
children in intelligence that it was neces- 
sary to remove articles and paragraphs 
written in England from their ken by hide- 
ous smudges of printer's ink, which ren- 
dered the 
obnoxious passages illegible. 


Such was tho method adopted by tho auto- 
crat of all the Eussias to prevent those 
under his rule from acquiring too great a 
knowledge of the thoughts and opinions of 
those without, and thus possibly to render 
them more content with the regime within. 
In Austria I do not think that foreign news- 
papers were thus habitually disfigured, al- 
though many books were entirely prohibited 
from entering the precincts of tho paternally 
governed and protected land. 
But the tyr- 


rany exercised over writers in Austria was 
ot once severe, silly and pettifogging; and 
it is but of lato that details of its working 
have crept out.
